Thousands of his sol- 
diers are already deserting, many 
of whom are boys of 18 to 25 whom

Contrary to general opinion, 
Abyssinia is equipped with mod- 
ern methods of warfare. Abyssin- | 
ians also have the great advantage 
of being acclimated and knowing 
the country—they are experts at 
gorilla warfare. Abyssinia is 
bound to maintain a state of in-: 
dependence and they will not eas-! 
| ily give up to Mussolini that for 
which they have fought 6000 
years. 

Then, too, there are several! 
foreign countries which would in- | 
tervene to protect their interests | 
\in Abyssinia against Italy—par- 
ticularly England, who have con- 
trol of the water supply and also 
vast oil concessions. Italy has no: 
logical excuse for promoting this 
war, the speaker said. With the 
morale of Italians at its present 
low stage one major defeat would 
turn them against Mussolini and 
that would be the end of him and 
fascism in Italy.

City Greatly Beautified As 
| Officials Take Advan- 
1 tage of SERA Plan 








That this city is going far ahead 
of its previously announced tree 
planting schedule was seen today 
iin the report of City Manager 
\Richard G. Manley that approxi- 
,; mately 1200 trees have been set 
out here during the last two 
months. Approximately 500 more 
are to be set out, most of these 
being of the decidious type. They 
will be set out when the season 
‘is right. 

About a year ago the council 
had tentatively agreed to set out 
100 trees a year to systematically 
beautify the city. With the var- 
ious unemployment relief projects 
offering the city mew opportun- 
jities an enlarged tree planting 
| program was adopted. The 1200 
trees have been set out by persons 
employed by the SERA. The city 
purchased the trees. 

The plan has won commendation 
;from many local residents. The 
\trees have added considerably to 
the appearance of the city and 
each year’s growth will add fur- 
ther to the beauty of the city 
streets.

NO WORK, NO PAY 
AIM OF NEW. WPA 


Less Pay Will Be Given by 
SERA Successor—Warn- 
ing Issued 





Persons in the Upland district 
who do not want to work should 
not expect any consderation from 
the Works Progress Administra- 
ticn, successor to SERA, accord- 
ing to a terse statement today 
from Ralph B. Smith, director 
cf the program in this county. 

“There is very definitely no 
place in the WPA program for 
those who are unwilling to work 
or who wish to devote their time 
to stirring up trouble,” Mr. 
Smith said. “This program is 
designed to relieve the conditions 
of persons who desire to work 
but cannot find employment else- 
where. Others simply will not 
be given places in the WPA. 
Tnose on relief who refuse jobs 
from private individuals or con- 
cerns will be taken off the relief 
rolls.” 

Only “subsistence” wages in- 
stead of “prevailing” wages will 
be paid to WPA workers. The 
scale of pay in the WPA _ pro- 
gram has been reduced from the 
SERA scale and because of this 
there has been some rumblings 
of strikes and other disturbances. 
As declared by Mr. Smith, the 
purpose of the WPA program is 
to provide enough of life’s ne- 
cessities. The new program is 
looked upon as a last resort for 
persons in obtaining work.
